Russia Will Choose First, but 
Save Her Face. 


Rest Possible Bargain is Aim 


Sought by Both. 


Japan “Also Eager to See End 
of the Conflict.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The general opinion among 
New York newspapers is that M. Witte, 
head of the Russian peace commis- 
stoners, is trying to drive the best bar- 
gain possible with Japan, and that. 
Japan is here for the same purpose. 
Peace may comé high for Russia, but 
war ig dearer, is the way one paper 
puts it in a nutshell. 

Japan is credited with almost as 
much eagerness to end the war as is 
Ruesia, for its cost is enormous and 
cannot decrease as long as Japan is 
compelled to keep a great army in the 
field, which she will be compelled to 
do as long as the Russian menace con- 


tives. 


Russia will pay an indemnity and a 
liberal one, but in a way that will save 
her face. If Jepan insists on holding 
Sakhalin, it is believed Russia will of- 
fer several hundred millions for the re- 
lease of the island and in this way 
practically meet every Japanese de- 
mand. 

Whatever the tone of dispaiches sent 
eut from Portsmouth by special cor- 
respondents, no matter how pessimis- 
tic, the genera] opinion prevails that 
both Japan and Ruseia will make con- 
cessions in the end that will result in

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15.—The ar- 
rival of Dr. John Guiteras, the Cuban 
yellow fever expert, and his tour of 
the seat of worst infection, was the 
most interesting feature of the yellow 
fever situation today. Dr. Guiteras 
left Havana to make an inspection cf 
the gulf cities in connection with the 
Cuban quarantine and to offer his as- 
sistance in the campaign in progress 
here. His previous important visit to 
New Orleans was in 1897, when there 
was also an appearance of yellow fever 
and when the mosquito theory had not 
been determined. On his arrival to- 
day Dr. Guiteras had an interview with 
Surgeon White of the Marine Hospital 
Service.

REGULATION OF RATES 
TAKES ANOTHER FORM. 


O Why Should the Spirit of Con- 
gress be Proud?—The ‘‘Man With 
the Big Stick’’ Still Smileth Aloud.

terstate Commerce Commission, 

on its own initiative and as a re- 
sult of complaints against private car 
lines, today unexpectedly began an in- 
vestigation of the relations of railroad 
and refrigerator lines, both of which 
it is charged are violating the act reg- 
ulating interstate commerce fn several 
specified particulars. The complaint is 
directed against the Armour car lines, 
the American Refrigeration Transpor- 
tion Company, the Santa Fé Refrig- 
erator Dispatch and eleven railroads, 
intluding the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé and the Southern Pacific. 

The railroads and refrigerator lines 
are made respondents in proceedings 
which require that specific answer to 
allegations be made to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by September 5. 
It is charged that, by way of rebates 
or other devices, the refrigerator lines 
are acting for the railroads ag author- 
ized agents, and the railroads, acting 
through the refrigerator lines, are col- 
lecting and receiving for the refrigera- 
tion of fruit and vegetables lower rates 
from some shippers than they are con- 
temporaneously receiving for similar 
service rendered to other shippers. 
This is held to be in violation of sec- 
tions 2 and 3 of the act to regulate in- 
terstate commerce. 

Another charge is that failure and 
neglect to publish at Washington state- 
ments a file with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the rates and 
charges imposed for the refrigeration 
of fruits and vegetables, constitutes a 
violation of section 6 of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. 

The commission alleges further that 
the charges published jointly by the 

rator lines and the railroads for 
the refrigeration of fruits in certain 
specified: territories are unreasonable 
and unjust, and in violation of section 
1. The territories described include

Complaints against the private car 
lines extend over the entire life of the 
first act to regulate interstate com-.

gingerly.

BALDWIN’S AIRSHIP. 


Inventor Will Have Two Crafts of 
His Own Invention at the Con- 
test at the Exposition. 


| (SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 


PORTLAND (Or.) Aug. 12.—Visitors 
at the Lewis and Clark Exposition 
will shorily have the unusual privilege 
of seeing two airships, made by tlie 
fame inventor, contest in a series of 
interesting flights. Capt. T. S. Bald- 
win, whose California Arrow was the 
only airship to make @ really success- 
ful. flight at St. Louis, and who has 
charge of aéronautic doings ai the big 
Coast fair, is buiiding a new ship, 
which will be ready to do flight in a 
week or so. The airship which he bullt 
in Portland for use in the Exposition 
contests, the Angelus, has made sev- 
eral flights. On the occasion‘of the first 
flight a strong wind blew the machine 
several miles out of her course, and 
the second was unsuccessful owing to 
a breakdown of the machinery. She 
proved readily steerable, however, ex- 
cept in a stiff wind. 

The new ship Baidwin is building, 
which probably will be called the Rose 
Queen, is being constructed on 
Similar to those of the Angelus and 
the Arrow, but it wil] be considerably 
smaller than the ship which the in- 
ventor has been using this season. 
The Angelus holds 16,000 feet of gas, 
and has a fifty-foot carriage, and the 
Rose Queen wil] hold only 9000 feet of 
gas, and will be fitted with a twenty- 
four-foot car. It is thought that per- 
haps the smaller gas bag, offering less 
resistance to the wind, will enable the 
ship to navigate with less interference 
from adverse air currents. 

Besides the two Baldwin airships, 
there is a third machine at the Expo- 
sition, which, while as yet of unestab- 
lished merit, ts expected to do things. 
It is known as the Gelatin, is the In- 
vention of Charles B. Knox, a wealthy 
manufacturer of Syracuse, N. Y., and 
is manned by George L. .Thomlinson, 
Thomlinson thinks that the Gelatin 
and people who 
have seen the ship agree with him. 
The Gelatin is built somewhat on the 
Baldwin plan; with a cigar-shaped 
gas bag to provide lifting power and a 
gasoline engine to supply the propell- 
ing force, but differs in important de- 
tails of construction. The ship was 
wrecked on its way to Portland, but 
is being put in condition as rapidly as 
possible.

 Carbonates and Carbonic. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug, 3, 1905.— 
{To the Editor of The Times:] Please 
give me a list of carbonates and some 


information on the term “carbonic.” 
ANSWER.—The sublime innocence 


with which you refer to “carbonates” 
shows knowledge. The list you ask for 
would take up the entire space of The 
Times, a Sunday's edition at t, and 
still there would be some unna 

The carbonates form a large and very 
important group of salts. Those of cal- 
cium and magnesium occur abundantly 
and widely distributed in nature. They 
contain the elements of carbon dioxide 
and a metallic oxide. Calcium carbon- 
ate is made up of 56 parts of calcium 
oxide of lime and 44 parts by weight 
of carbon dioxide (or # calcium, 12 
earbon and 48 oxygen.) Such are never 
formed, however, by the direct union 
of dry carbon dioxide with a dry metal- 
lic oxide. “The intervention of water 
is always required to bring about 
the combination. Potassium carbonate 
(peariash) is the chief constituent of 
wood ashes; sodium carbonate is con- 
tained in the ashes of marine plants, 
and is manufactured on a very large 


scale by heating sodium sulphate with 


lime and coal. These carbonates are 
soluble in water. The other metallic 
carbonates, which are insoluble, may 
be formed by mixing a solution of po- 
tassium or sodium carbonate with a 
soluble metallic salt; thus, when solu- 
tions of lead nitrate and sodium car- 
bonate are mixed together, the lead 
and sodium change places, forming so- 
dium nitrate, which remains dissoivei, 
and lead carbonate, which, being in- 
soluble in water, is precipitated in the 
form of a white powder.” 

Double decomposition is the most fre- 
quent of all forms of chemical! action, 
and the mixture of lead nitrate with 
sodium carbonate, as described, is a 
good example. There is an important 
class of ores in Coloraio and Utah 
known as carbonates, ex., gr., “hard 
carbonates,” those containing carbonic 
acid with iron base; “soft carbonates” 
(sand carbonates,) those of carbonic 


acid with a base of lead. By the term | 


“carbon spar’ is understood such as 
the carbonate of magnesium (magne- 
site.) that of zinc hydrogincite (zinc- 
bluthe,) etc. 

Calcareous algae (marine,.) which in 
process of growth secrete quantities of 
lime, obscure their vegetable structure 
and eventually produce coral; such re- 
sult is calcareous and carbonaceous. 
Calcite (native calchim carbonate) is 
one of the commonest and most useful 
of minerais. The transparent, 
less kind is known as iceland spar or 
doubly refracting spar; the prisms of 
polariscopes are made from it. When 
found in acute scalenohedra] crystals 
we have the dog-tooth ‘spar. The 
fibrous calcite is satin spar. “Argen- 
tine, a pearly lamellar variety; the 
granular, compact or crypto crystalline 
varieties constitute marble, limestone, 
chaik, etc. Stalactites and stalag- 
mites are forms deposited in limestone 
caves; calcsinter, calc-tuff, or traver- 
tin, is a porous deposit from springs 
or rivers which, in flowing through 
limestone rocks, have become charged 
with calclum carbonate. .. Agaric 
minera!, or rock-milk, Is a soft, white 
variety, easily crumbled in the fingers.”

Although he knows Europe and the 
Orient and the Far South like a book, 
this western trip of Sir Charles’ has 
been a chapter of a thousand pleasant 
surprises, on which Los Angeles caps 
the climax. 
“The most remarkable thing about 
Los Angeles,’ said Sir Charlies yester- 
day afternoon as he was being whiried 
out to Pasadena in the special car 
Peregino of the Pacific Ziectric Rail- 
way, “is the wonderful foresight shown 
in the enormous investments of capital 
in property in and about the gity, in 
the suburbs and at the beaches, and in 
the vasi improvemenis undertaken 
and being completed, and all with the 
absolute certainty of_the future.

“Jim” Gray, once czar in local labo: 
union circles, who came on a hurry cai) 
to “unionize” Los Angeles in connectior 
with the defeated strike of planing- 
mill operatives, experienced a renewal! 
yesterday of the sensations to which he 
had become accustomed in the past. 
He called several small strikes, and 
in each case saw them fade away in 
thin smoke. 

It was the same old story of an

, either remained at work or jumped into 
the vacancies created by union dupes, 
who gave up good jobs in a combina- 
tion of strike and boycott. 

In no instance were contractors in- 
conventenced more than temporarily. 
The only result was the separation 
of a number of Gray's followerg from 
their jobs. 

At the headquarters of the Builders’ 
Exchange, the main artery of the labor 
situation from the contractors’ point 
of view, it was reported that there was 
not a ripple on the surface because 
Gray's activity. 

One of the principal “strikes” of the 
day was at the University of Southern 
California and at the Harvard School, 
at each of which new buildings are 
being erected. F. L. Spaulding, con- 
tractor and builder, of No. 737 East 
Twenty-seventh street, is in charge ef 
the work. 

Gray, who is receiving $15 a day from 
the Carpenters’ Union “as long as the 
strike lasts,” appeared at both places 
yesterday morning with ~“Business 
Agent” Williams of the Carpenters’ 
Union, and ordered a strike of the 
carpenters because material had been 
delivered at the Harvard School from 
one of the planing mills under the 
union ban. 
Twenty men, about evenly’ divided 
between the two jobs, quit work. 

The union struck a snag at the out- 
set, however, when Charles Burchard, 
foreman for Spaulding, and a member 
of the union, not only refused to strike, 
but warned the men who quit that they 
must take their tools at once and never 
reappear in the vicinity. 

Burchard would not’ stand for the 
high-handed action of Gray and Wil- 
liams, who flew in the face of the fact

DIVERSIONS OF BOND MONEY 

NOT POPULAR. 

Present Regime at the City 

Seeks to Cast All the Blame on 

Fermer Ceuncil—Records Show, 

However, ‘That Most of the Divert. 

ing Has Been Done Under This One. 


Following the exposure by The Times 
last Sunday morning of the appiica- 
tion of “Kquitable” methods In muni- 
cipal accounting, the members of the 
Finance Committee have hastened to 
place themselves on record as opposed 
to systems of “high finance” in city 
affairs. 


“There will be no further diversion 
of bond eoney to pay municipal ex- 
penses,” yesterday said Chairman Smith 
of the Counct] Committee on Finances. 
“The departments all need money, need 
it badly. I scarcely see how they can 
get through the year on the reduced 
appropriations which we shall be com- 
pelied to make; but the tax rate nam- 
ead by this Council shall be a legal 
one. I do not know just what that 
will be, but the cate when fixed will 
hot be In violation of the city charter.” 

Councilman Hammon, who is also a 
tember of the Finance Committee, 
yesterday warned department heads 
that they must readjust their esti- 
mates #0 as to bring them within the 
Goliar rate fixed by the charter. ‘I 
©xpect the rate this year will be $1.20,” 
he informe! other Councilmen. 

“There will not be a repetition cf 
last year's rate,” gaid City Attorney 
Mathews, “Il have already advised the 
Auditor that the. bond rate should not 
be higher than is actually necessary

Prior to Bumley when The Times ex- 
posed the diversion of $200,000 of bond 
money to memeet current expenses, the 
Finance Committee had decided that 
the tax rate should be $1.40 this year 


in the old city limits, $1.25 in the 189¢ 


annex and $1.26 in the addition of 1899. 
This is the same as the rate nanged 
last year. 

Tite transfer slips in the City Treas- 
urer’s office show that the bond money 
was systematically diverted all through 
last year, into depleted funds of city 
departments. During the year six ap- 

jonments were made by the Aud- 
tor of money collected for taxes. 'n 
not one of these except the first, when 
only $100,000 waa apportioned, did the 
bond funds receive .their portions. 

It was not a case of transferring 
fram a bond fund to some other; the 
Auditor simply ignored the tax levy 
ordinance adopted by the Council. for 
the apportionment of the money and 
divided it up as he saw fit. Illegal 
to be sure: but the City Attorney says 
that the money has been raised and 
expended and that the taxpayers have 
no recourse. 

It should be remembered in partial 
justification of the <Auditor’s course, 
however, that the Council had fixed a 
bond tax rate almost twice as high 
as was actually necessary to pay the 
current interest and sinking fund in- 
ataliments, and that this was doubt- 
lesa the result of a secret understand- 
ing with the Auditor that the extra 
ey should be applied to current 

The actual amount of tax money ap- 
propriated by the City Auditor for the 
fiscal year 1994-5, was $1,716,000, and 
the actual amount which should Lave 
gone into the bond fund is $471,071.42. 
But the sen which did finally reach 
that fund as shown by the apportion- 


ment checks in the City Treasurer's 
Office, 


is but $318,379.60. The remain- 
ing $152,691.82 was diverted by the 
Auditor into other funds while 
transition from the Tax Collector's 
books to those of the Treasurer. 
A single instance will illustrate how 
‘the “system” was worked: On the 
school improvement bonds, voted in 
1899, there was cue for the fiscal year 
of 1904-5, a $10,000 annual installment 
and $2500 in interest, making a total 
of $12,500. To meet this the Council 
levied a bond tax rate of $.0226 on each 
$100 of assessed valuation, raising a 
revenue of $2508. This should pay the 
interest and sinking fund and leave 
a balance of over $10,000 for this year’s 


instaliments. But the apportionm-nt. 


checks show that but $10,321.30 act- 
ually reached the bond fund and that 
instead of a surplus over last year, the 
fund has been reduced about $2000. 
The rest of the bond money was ap- 
portioned armmong the departments that 
were cunning ahead of their estimates. 
The “system” was used on every bond 
issue fund. 

Not a single Councilman, ex-Council- 
man or other city official, either past 
or present, yet admitted that he was 
aware that this diversion of funds was 
going on. 

City Treasurer Workman, City At- 
torney Mathews, Mayor McAleer, Coun- 
clilmen Smith and Harmon of the 
Finance Comrnmittee—all insist that the 
first knowleige they had of this diver- 
sion of bond money into municipal 
department funds, they gained by read- 
ing last Sunday’s Times. 

City Auditor Sthwaebe and City Ac- 
countant Bostwick decline to talk for 
publication. Evidently they do not de- 
eire to be confronted with any “state- 
ments” in case of an official investi- 


gation. 


Technically the City Auditor is at 
fault for not apportioning the tax 
money in accordance with the tax 


levy ordimance passed by the Coun- 
ci. But it is well understood in muni- 
cipal circles that he acted in accord- 
ance with secret instructions received 
from city officials.

HER OWN WILL. 


MiGS STEPHENSON DRAFTED IT 
BUT DIDON’T SIGN IT. 


Miss Midred Stephenson acted as her 
own attorney in making her will, and 
again proved the truth of the adage 
that in euch a case one has @ fool for 


a client. 

The young lady was about to sail for 
the Orient in September, 1901, and at 
the Palace Hotel, San Francisco, 
drafted her own will. She was then 
only 19 years of age and in order to be 
sure and get things right she bought 
one of the printed forms for making a4 
will and filled In as required. Then she 
had the document witnessed as the law 
requires. and, indeed, complied with 
all the requirements of the statute but 
one—she failed to sign the instrument. 

Miss Stephenson returned from that 
trip to the East without mishap, but 
made a second trip from which she 
wes returning when she was taken 
suddenly it at Hongkong and died 
in the hospital at that port. Her 
grandmother, Mrs. Elien R. Tate, with 
whom she had lived after the death of 
her mother, applied for probate of the 
will referred to and the matter came 
up before Judge Wilbur yesterday. Be- 
ing without a signature made it an in- 
formal ddcument and Attorney Wel- 
lington Clark desired to offer it as an 
oleographic will, but upon that point 
4he court was somewhat undecided. 
The statute wires such a will all to 
be in the »andwriting of the testator, 
whereas in the instrument offered there 
is a lot of printed matter. The case 
was coniinued for a week to permit 
counsel to look up authorities. 

The peculiarity of this wil) ia that 
the printed matter does not illumine 
the written portion of the instrument 
at all, and the testator’s wishes can 
stand alone and express themselves, as 

“I bequeath all my property and 
money whatever it consists of at m 
death, to my little brother, Wililam 
Stephenson. 

“My clothing and jewels I bequeath 
to Ella B. Tate and Mary A.. Stephen- 
son, they to make their devision to suit 
themselves; in event of either of their 
deaths @ll ll revert to my brother, 
W. T. Stephenson.” 

The will was made on September 7, 
1901, and just four years to a day the 
young woman died far away from 
home. Her mother died some time ago 
and her estate is now about ready for 
distribution, and a complication arises 
here as Miss Stephenson's share will 
pats on to her brother who is a minor, 
But this is not the only complication 
for the larger part of Miss Stephenson's 
estate was with her at ongkong. 
and judging from the communication 
recefved from the American Consul] at 
that port it is doubtful if anything 
will be left of the estate after the 
public officials have had their pick- 
ings. There is about $6000 to the credit 
of the woman now dead in the Hong- 
kong Bank, and Miss Stephenson had 
her jewelry with her. The public ad- 
ministrator at the British port has the 
estate in charge, and the consul has 
Written that a considerable amount 
may be expected to be eaten up tin 
charges. At San Francisco are several! 
boxes of odds and ends forwarded by 
the steamer preceding the one upon 
which Miss Stephenson had booked a 
passage, and several boxes at Long 
Beach containing household effects. 

Mrs. Tate, the grandmother, who 
lives @t Long Beach and had 
charge of the minor brother since his 
childhood,'is famed in the wil!) as ex- 
ecutor, but from present appearances 
it would seem that this estate wil! 
probably dwindie to infinitesimal pro- 
portions before the money part of it 
ever reaches American shores.

HISKY NAMES 
Y¥ MAKE TROUBLE. 


SIX SUITS FILED BY DISTILLERS 
OF KENTUCKY. 
Altege That Old Time Names, Pro- 
tected by Trade-mark Registration, 
are Used by Les Angeles and San 
Diego Dealers on “Concoctions,” and 


When you have called for your fa- 
verite brand of whisky, and have seen 
poured out for the delectation of your 
palate sundry swigs of “Old Crow,’ 
“Hermitage,” “Bond Lillard,” or 
“Cedar Brook” and “McBrayer,” you 
doubtless swallowed dowr the stuff 
and thought you knew just what you 
were getting—but did you? 

From a series of complaints filed 
with the clerk of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, yesterday, it would seem 
there has been a widespread juggling 
of names with which to brand whisky 
receptacles, 

Six bills were filed, and al] of them 
are of the same tenor. They proceed 
to allege that complainants are pro- 
prietors of various well-known and 
specificaily-named brands of whisky, 
and that the respondents have used 
these various names for concoctions of 
their own, which have been palmed off 
on the public for the original goods. 

In all the cases the complainants ask 


and for an accounting of sales of goods 
under such names, and damages. 

W. A. Gains & Co. file three of these 
complaints. The first charge is set 
forth against the Klauber-Wangenheim 
Company of San Diego. The complain- 
arts are prominent distillers of Frank- 
fert, Ky., and they set forth that they 
edopted the trade-mark of ‘“Her- 
mi " for whisky distilled by them, 
and have used the name since 18968; 
that the San Diego firm has been using 
this name on its liquors, “and by 1ea- 
son of the inferior quality of said 
liquor the reputation of your orator's 
whisky has been greatly damaged.” 
The same firm charges against Theo- 
phile Vache, James H. Parker and Paul 
similarly using the name “oO 
Crow” tn an illegal manner on their 
whiskies, and that “Old Crow” is a 
trade-mark name which the complain- 
ants adopted in 1887. They also make 
a like charge regarding the name of 
“Old Crow” againet Charlies Hahn & 
Son, the firm being composed_of 
Charles Hahn and Rudolph H. Hahn, 
both of Los Angeies. 

Julius Kessler & Co of Chicago have 
filed a bill of complaint against Jacob 
Keatus of Los Angeles, charging that 
he has been using the names of “The 
Cedar Brook Distillery,” ‘“McBrayer” 
end “W. H. McBrayer”" on his goods, 
i, defiance of the rights of the com- 
plainant, and that these names have 
Leen the property of the complainants 
since 1850. 

The Mellwood Distilling Company of 
Louisville, Ky., makes -cotnplaint 
egainst Benjamin F. Blinn of Los An- 
geles on similar grounds, only its con- 
tention is that he has misused the 
name of ““Mellwood” on whiskies. This 
orator avers “that the said whisky of 
the respondent is not produced in Ken- 
tucky, but is a compound of spiritous 
coloring matter and other ingredients 
prepared by the respondent upon his 
own premises in the city of Los An- 
geies,” and that it is “a spurious whis- 
ky.” 

Stoll & Co. of Sandersville, Ky., file 
their bill of complaint against Jacob 
Beatus of Los Angeles, and their griev-

But it has not yet been ap- 
parent that the government China 
is responsible for the boycott which 
‘some of the merchants of China have 
instituted against American manufac- 
tured goods. Nor has it been shown 
that citizens of the United States have 
been refused permission to buy and 
sell, to import and export merchandise 
in Chinese ports. Violatio®@ of the 
treaty will certainly have to be estab- 
lished before we can logically hold the 
.Chinese government to any accounta- 
bility for losses which Americans may 
have sustained, or may hereafter sus- 
tain by reason of the Chinese boycott. 

Furthermore, suppose the fact were 
established that Americans had suf- 
fered loss from that .cause? How 
could the amount of loss be de- 
termined? The value of our trade 
with China is not a fixed quantity. It 
fluctuates from year to year, accord- 
ing to Chinese demands and the 
competition which we are obliged to 
meet in the Chinese markets. Very 
likely the Chinese government could 
and would punish any of its subjects 
who might be found guilty of entering 
into a conspiracy against the United 
States by conjointly refusing to pur- 
chase our products. But it is hardly 
conceivable that the Chinese govern- 
ment could or would attempt to com- 
pel its subjects to purchase American 
goods against their will. After the 
horee had been duly led to the trough, 
how could our old friend Tsi An com- 
pel him to drink? She might cut his 
head off, it is true; but that would 
hardly compe! him to imbibe. 

In a recent article, the Chinese Free 
Press, of San Francisco, suggests “one 
plain remedy” for the abuses com- 
plained of in the matter of Chinese 
immigration. “Let the United States 
government,” observes this heathen 
publication, “simpy honor its own 
paper. Let it recognize the validity of 
the documents issued by its own 
agents at the Chinese ports of em- 
barkation. If its own agents 
are not to be trusted, there is 
a summary way to supply their places 
by men with intelligence to properly 
construe the law and honesty to exe- 
cute it, A proper certificate, issued 
by a proper mian as consul at each 
Chinese port, should be prima facie 
evidence of the right of entrance to 
this country, and its repudiation 
should be regarded as dishonorable by 
all the nations.”

If we ‘to go along the 
docks in Liverpool @r London we 
would learn how trug this statement 
is. Engines and méehinery of all 
kinds for working cotton into cloth 
are seen there awaiting a ship to carry 
them to Japan. Those in charge of 
the warehouses say th¢re is much less 
of the products of Eyiglish factories 
going to that destination, but that 
there is a great increase in the ma- 
chinery being shipped: 
The population of the Far Orient, 
from the Island of Sakhalin to the 
Straits Settlements, is estimated at 
800,000,000. If we could sell them 
goods to the value “of one dollar 
each in a year, it would amount to 
more business than the combined ex- 
ports and imports of gur country is 
today. This business would mean @ 
great deal to the Pacific Coast, and 
Los Angeles would get a share of it.

‘BEN BUTLER’S CAMPAIGN. 


The Cleaning up the Union General 
Gave New Orleans Was Never 
Equaled. 

{American Medicine:] In 1862 Gen. 
Benjamin F. Butler gave New Orleans 
such a cleaning up as the city never 
had before nor since, Like the Cuban 
insurgents, the people of New Orleans 
relied upon “Generals Junio, Julio and 
Agosto” to put their foes to rout, and 
it was in preparation for these ad- 
versaries that Butler removed fabulous 
amounts of filth. Of his claims to a.- 
miration, there were few which Butler 
himself admired more than his sanitary 
operations in New Orleans. So late as 
1888 he published in the North Ameri- 
can Review an account of how he 
saved his troops and the city of New 
Orleans from yellow fever in 1863. It 
is not certain that he ever saw a case 
of yellow fever, but he professed to 
have been a profound student of the 
disease. The parasitic 
fectious diseases confirmed to a nicety 
his views of the origin and transmis- 
sion of yellow fever, and in 1888 he 
consiJered it his duty to publish his 
matured convictions. The medical sci- 
ence of 1888 supplied him with two 
facts. He was in passession of these 
facts long before, but in 1888 he con- 
sidered them established in medical 
science. Of these fundamental! facts, 
the first was that the cause of ma- 
larial fever is always generated in the

The 
other is, that typhoid fever is always 
generated in the’ presence, and never 
in the absence, of putrefying animal 
matter. Yellow fever, he says, never 
appears where only vegetable decay 
or only animal decay is present, but 
requires, as a sine quo non, both sorts 
of decaying refuse.

phoid germs, and not elsewhere, he 
says, the yellow-fever germ will grow. 
By proceeding on this theory Gen. But- 
ler believed it possible to prevent yel- 
low fever everywhere. Among his very 
numerous observations but one seemed 
not to fulfill the conditions of his 
theory, and this one at last gave up 
wild and sparsely-settled 
anima! refuse could not be discovered. 
The mystery wags finally solved when 
the general learned that a number of 
cattle had dled in this district and 
their bodies had been deposited in a 
shallow pond. This pond wag the focus 
of infection. Gen. Butler’s apparent 
conquest over yellow fever in 1862 pro- 
foundly impressed the public of that 
day, and his credit among medical 
men was but little diminished at the 
end of the century. With the proof 
that yellow fever requires an inter- 
mediate host, and that this host is the 
stegomyia mosquito, all credit for the 
exemption of New Orleans from yellow 
fever during Butler's occupation was 
3 lost to the sanitary astuteness of the 
general, and transferred, as Chaile 
says, to the blockade. é

[Engineering News:}) A notable wa- 
ter-works project for the better supply 
of Los Angeles is oytlined in a note 
elsewhere in this issue. Never before, 
so far as we know, has an American 
city proposed to go so far afield (240 
miles) for water, and with the excep- 
tion of the pipe line for the supply of 
the Coolgardie goldfields of Western 
Australia we do not know of so long 
@ water supply conduit anywhere in 
the world. The Coolgardie pipe line is 
only thirty inches tn diameter, but it 
is about 330 miles in tength. (Eng 
News, February 10, October 13, and 
December 29, 1898.) Instead of being 
a gravity line water is pumped through 
it to an elevation of 1313 feet. This

PART HE TOOK? 


LONG BEACH SUSPECT SIGNED 
SUBSCRIPTION PAPER. 
Davies Among Those Who Offered 
to Help Build Marshal Conklin An- 
other Home—Pinkerton Men Work- 
ing on Dynamite Mystery, but as 

Yet Without Tangible Results. 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 15.—When the 
subscription lists circulated on Thure- 
day morning for a relief fund to aid in 
replacing Marshal Conklin's ruined 
home was presented at the bank this 
morning, it was discovered that among 
the nam-s ct subscribers in the first 
column was that of Jake Davies who 
subscribed $1 to aid in replacing the 
house he is charged with having 
wrecked only a few hours before. To 
add to its irony, the subscription vas 
not pai.', 

Another bit of evidence againsi 
Davies leaked out this morning. The 
accused was one of the first early vis 
itors after dawn to the house. On fs 
way there he met Robert Ramsey a 
colored man with whom he was wel! 
acquainted. They exchanged 
and Ratosey remarked on the 
awful crime attempted to which 
Davies replied that he was on his way 
to visit it. Noticing Davies 
looked unaccountably queer, Namsey 
asked if he were ill. “No,”’ said Davies, 
“but I had a queer experience last 
night.” He then told of returning 
home from Los Angeles at midnight 
and as he got off the car at Stamwood 
he was held up by two men, one of 
whom struck him in the forehead with 
a sand bag or a billy stunning him 
for a long time. Davies pulled up his 
hat and showed Ramsey a cut on the’ 
forehead, which Ramsey said looked as 
if & had been caused by the edge of a 
stick of wood, rather than a round 
smooth bludgeon. He thought nothing 
of the incident until Davies's arrest 
when he promptly notified the officers 
of his encounter with Davies. 

While the Sheriff's deputies are at 
work along the theory of the guilt of 
Mrs. Hurley, Davies and an unknown, 
another inquiry is being conducted 
along different lines. The city trustees 
have not only offered a reward of $500 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrators of the ‘outrage, but have 
engaged the services of the Pinkerton 
agency who have two men at work 
along lines suggested by the police and 
sanitary committee. One of the trus- 
tees said this morning that he was 
satisfied that the motive was not the 
fancied wrongs of a besotted man and 
woman or the raid on blind pics, but 
a .deeper and more. sinister cause 
which, if it comes to the surface. will 
surprise people and involve a_ well- 
man.

REDONDO. 
RECORDER CRITICISES OFFICER. 

REDONDO, Aug. 15.—City Recorder 
Thomas, at the meeting of the Board 
of City Trustees last evening, made a 
report criticising Deputy City Mar- 
shal Arthur.

VENICE. 

PSYCHICS BEFORE ASSEMBLY. 

VENICE, Aug. 15.—Today’s exercises 
at the Venice Assembly marked the 
beginning of a series of addresses deal- 
ing with the problems of this world 
and the hereafter under the general 
heading of psychic research. Prof. 
James H. Hyslop of New York, famed 
for his investigations in connection 
with the Piper and other cases of in- 
ternational celebrity, spoke on the ob- 
jects and conditions of psychic phe- 
nomena. He said many eminent writ- 
ers recognize that the existence of su- 
pernormal intelligence is a proven fact, 
although sci-ace for a long time set 
its judgment against the possibility of 
sustaining any belief in ae future life. 

“But there is a mase of phenomena 
within the reach of scientific considera- 
tion,” he said, “that certainly justifies 
a scientific investigation looking to the 
merits of the chim that human con- 
sciousness survives death. It is the 
scandal] of science that the phenomena 
which put forward such strong evi- 
dence of their importance have not re- 
ceived the attention which they de- 
serve, even though they iurn out to be 
different from what their superficial 
appearance suggests that they are. 

“The vulgar frauds that have blazed 
the pathway into it, and the follies of 
those who have prosecuted inquiry 
into this fleld have been the real reason 
for the contempt in which the subject 
is held, and: certainly excuse the sus- 
picion and wariness of the sane man. 
But the way is still open to the per- 
son who will insist upon the need of 
distinguishing between the wheat and 
the chaff in this product of human de- 
velopment.” 

The subject of ‘the ‘address deliv- 
ered by Rev. Graham Taylor of Chi- 
cago, economist and social settlement 
student and worker, was “Social Move- 
ments in Great Cities.” His talk was 
historical in character and recited the 
results and observations of life among 
the lowly and in the slums. 

In the evening the Hindoo mission- 
ary of occultism, spoke on “Psychic 
Research in India.” 

Prof. Wentworth Layton also spoke 
at the evening seseion on the Penitentes 
of New Mexico. The Penitentes he de- 
scribed as being a secret religious sect 
who practice self-mortification and tor- 
ture of the body for the atonement of 
their sins. Until quite recently one 
of their number was crucified every 
Good Friday and their practice, he 
said, perhaps still obtains in some of 
the mountain fastnesses. On Good Fri- 
day evening the Penitentes conduct a 
dark service, representing the day of 
judgment and resurrection. 

The programme at the assembly to- 
morrow will include an address on 
“Science and Psychic Phenomena,” by 
Rev. Henry Frank, “The Material ana 
Astral Bodies,”” by Baba Bharati, and 
“The Piper and Stanton-Moses Cases,” 
by Prof. J. H. Hyslop.
